BY NUTMEG STATE WOMEN 


Hartford, Conn... April 6.—(Special.) 
The women of the Connecticut Woman 
Suffrage Association haye just wound 
up in Hartford a unique trolley cam- 
paign through the three largest coun- 
ties—-as to population—-of the state, 
which has stirred Connectigut more 
deeply than anything of the Kind ever 
did before, Every town in Fairfield, 
New Haven and Hartford counties 
which has a trolley line has had a 
meeting, where speakers of national 
and international note have addressed 
alidiences of size which are asserted 
to have included either a local repre- 
sentative in the state legislature, or 
his wife, in every case.

But the Lookout victory of 1909 
probably the least of the reasons why 
the fang will want to see Chattanooga 
in action. Otto Jordan, for seven sea- 
sons manager or fleld captain of the 
locals, will play his first Southern 
League game in a uniform other than 
that of Atlanta next Thursday. Hun- 
dreds of Jordan's personal admirers 
will go to the park merely for the pur- 
pose of rooting for the star second- 
sac ker. 

Then, there is Billy Smith, the most 
popular manager Atlanta has ever had. 
True, Smith was here on several oc- 
casions last year with: his Lookout 
club, but his friends will be on hand 
just the same, and will give him a 
royal reception. 

Roy Moran, a_ favorite of former 
years when he played left fleld for 
the Crackers; Chief Balenti, who was a 
member of the Atlanta club for about 
ten minutes last year; Coveleskie, “Bell 
Bill Chappelle and other favor- 
ites will be on hand. 

All tn all. a big crowd anda lot of 
excitement is promised for the opening 
in Atlanta.

Kleven Pennants Won. 


This will be the twelfth 
the Southern League banner. 

New Orleans and Nashville are cred- 
ited with threc pennants each during 
the twelve years. Memphis and Atlanta 
have two each to their credit, 
Birmingham has one. 

The league opened in 1901, and Nash- 
Ville copped the rag after a very 
finish with Little Rock.+ Newt Fisher 
and Mique Finn were the rivals. His- 
tory repeated in 1902, these two clubs 
having another close battle. 

Memphis then won the pennant for 
‘two consecutive years, the IKgyptians 
having a team which mowed other 
clubs down, game after game, with 
frightful regularity. 

In 1905, the vear of the vellow fever 
(geure, (Charley Frank’s Pelfcans won 
before the season Was half over. His 
team was considered to be the strong- 
est that the league had ever Known 
up to that time, and practically all of 
the players were either sold or drafted 
by major clubs. It Wags declared that 
‘the Pelicans were much stronger than 
lthe two tail-end clubs of both the 
‘major leagues. 

The next year there was a general 
|change in the managements of the dif- 
iferent clubs. It probably marked the 
| greatest revival in managers that the 
} league has experienced tn a single year. 
| Billy Smith came to Atlanta, Charley 
Babb to Memphis, Harry Vaughan to 
| Birmingham, Mique Finn to Nashville, 
‘Dom Millaney to Montgomery § and 
(Chief Zimmer at Little Rock. Charley 
Frank at New Orleans and Bobby Gilks 
were the old managers. The pennant 
race was one of the most exciting of 
the league, until the last four or five 
weeks. Then Birmingham pulled ahead. 

Billy Wins His First. 

The. next year-——-1907—saw Dilly Smith 
grab his first pennant for Atlanta. He 
won out after a hard battle with Mem- 
phis. 

The most exciting race in the history 
of the league occurred in 1908, when 
New Orleans and Nashville came to the 
final game of the season tied hard and 
fast. The deciding game was plaved at 
Nashville, before a great crowd. It was 
a battle worthy of such an occasion, 
the Volunteers winning by one score. 

Billy Smith repeated in 1909, and on 
the closing day of the season he was 
relieved of the management. In the 
next few days the Atlanta club, under 
the management of Otto Jordan, play- 
ed the Chattanooga club, of the South 
Atlantic League. for the championship 
of the south.

MEET THE BALL WITH FREE SWING 
IS SECRET OF MAKING HOME RUNS 


BY FRANK SCHULTE. 
(Champion Player of the National

( onstitution.) 

(Chicago, April 6.—(Special.)—Confi- 
dence! That single word lets you in on 
the secret of rapping out home runs 
in the major leagues. When baseball 
fans wondered at the number of four 
baggers I hit out this past season and 
asked me for the key to the mystery, 
Il always gave them that answer. 

One instance will illustrate the whole 
story. Mathewson is justly regarded 
as One of the hardest pitchers to hit 
the game has ever developed. Yet Joe 
Tinker, of the Chicago Cul 
his delivery as if the great Giant pitch- 
er were,.a bush leaguer. For Joe goes 
up to bat with one thought, “I can hit 
that fellow,” and he does. I have 
often heard it said that Mathewson 
would rather face an entire team of 
Blugsers that Joe Tinker alene. It's 
confidence that makes Tinker win so 
many games for the Cubs from Matty. 
I know I haven't the confidénce 
against Christy that Tinker has, and I 
don't hit him as well. 

It's not so difficult to score 
as many believe. t's mighty 
tell just how to do it. But, after I 
have rapped one out I do know that 
I didn’t swing as hard on the ball 
I did a couple of innings before 
it went only as far as the shortstop. 
If vou judge the ball correctly, hit 
it right on the nose with a free swing. 
not too hard, and raise it up you stand 
an excellent show of making a circuit 
of bases. The hardest hit balls 
generally x0 on a line to the infilders 
or outfielders. But the long, tall flies 
are the boys that clear the fence. 

Didn’t Try Hard. 

I cant tell how I had such a year 
for making home runs this past season 
unless it’s because I didn’t try espe- 
cially to get them. If you stand at 
and don’t try to put all 
imto your swing, its amazing to see 
how many get past the fielders. I've 
made a lot of extra base hits this last 
season that might have been four bag- 
gers if I had put on an extra pound of 
steam when I left the plate. Because 
sometmies the fielder fiddles around 
with the ball when ice gets it in his 
hand, giving you a chance to get all 
the way around on a hit that don't 
clear the fence. 

The longest ball I hit last year was 
at the Chicago park against Pitcher 
Ames. of New York. Honestly, I didn’t 
put any more muscle into that drive 
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the ball to be an“*out

not only cleared the hich 

bleacher fence, but would have gone 

hundred feet further if it hadn't struck 
something on the other side. 

I felt that day I could hit Ames, 
and I did. But that feeling of confi- 
gence isn't always present. Often I 
ro up against a pitcher with the 
thought he has itt on me. Then I can't 
seem to get the ball anywhere except 
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in a player's glove. Its a mighty 
funny proposition all the way. If any 
young player should ever ask me for 
advice in batting, and especially in 
making homeérs, I would say to get all 
the confidence in the world, and then 
swing naturally when the ball leaves 
the pitcher’s hand. But, most impor- 
tant of all, keep your eyes on the ball. 
It's comparatively easy to save a 
Strike even if you've started to swing 
when the ball doesn’t come the way 
you expected. 

This bLrings to my mind criticism 
that has occasionally been leveled “ 
me. I've been called slow because 
don’t make all Kinds of motions while 
standing at the plate. They overlook 
the fact that I make hits now and then, 
blaming that on the fact that I've 
wakened up for a moment. I go on the 
theory that a batter has a tendency to 
track of the ball if he kee; mov- 
around. If I should wriggle my 
half a dozen times I might be out 
of position, off balance, when I got 
ready to swing. Moreover I couldn't 
keep my “sight’’ on the ball as it came.

Works Easily. 


For instance, when I’m playing right 
field Il work as easily as 1 can. In 
my judgement the value of a ball 
player lies in knowing 4what to do at 
the right time rather than try for 
grandstand plays. I try £0 never 
hurry after a fly ball, timing its course 
and endeavoring to get under it the 
instant it nears the earth. That saves 
a lot of useless effort and gives you 
a better opportunity of throwing to 
the plate if necessary. You can throw 
a lot straighter, faster and surer if 
you're not winded after some spec-

Have Stars in Every Event on Program 


By Walter Marchand, 

New York, April 6.—(Special.)—What 
America will do at the Olympic games 
at Stockholm this summer will depend 
in large Measure on how liberal the 
contributions are to the fund for the 
expenses of the team to be sent. 

We have the athletes say those in 
charge of American interests to make 
even a cleaner sweep than we have 
made at previous Olympics, and it is 
merely a matter of money as wheth- 
er we will be represented at full 
strength or whether we will have to 
cut down the representation to a 
point where American success will be 
imperiled. Up to this time the response 
to the appeal of the committee is s80 
satisfactory that it is confidently believ- 
ed the United States will have the 
greatest team of athletes er sent to 
an international athletic meet. 

In order to make a creditable show- 
ing at Stockholm the United States 
will need her very best for England, 
France, Germany, Italy, in fact, all 
the nations of the earth, including Ja- 
pan and perhaps China, will be repre- 
sented by the cream of their athletes 

Craig Is Going. 

One of the most gratifying bits of 
news the committee has recetved re- 
cently is that Ralph Craig will be able 
to make the team. Craig is regarded 
as the king of all sprinters and in con- 
dition is regarded as certain winner of 
the sprint events. His records of 9 4-5

Red Breeders Protested. 


Stung by defeat, the R. I. Red breed- 
ers then began a fight to monopolize 
the word “Red” and claimed that Buck- 
eye Red was an infringement on thelr 
rights. This was untrue because Mrs. 
Metcalf had never heard of such a 
breed as the R. I. Reds, this new com- 
petitor from Rhode Island, and as 
neither breed had been admitted to the 
American Standard of Perfection, all 
fair-minded critics can see the utter 
fallacy of such claims. However, the 
Buckeye Réd breeders knowing their 
breed was superior, and sufficiently 
strong to hold its own in the field of 
competition, consented to drop the word 
“red” and substitute the single word 
“Buckeyes.” Harmony then reigned 
and both breeds, Buckeyes and R. L 
Reds, were admitted to the American 
Standard of Perfection in 1905. For 
further particulars in regard to color, 
shape, size, weight, etc., see the last 
Standard of Perfection. 


Hard to Describe. 

No words in the English language 
can truthfully describe the beautiful 
colors of the Buckeye plumage—a rich 
mahogany bay, or garnet, is the color 
of the male: and the female bred to 
show-room perfection is as pretty as 
her mate. The comb being the arist- 
cratic pea-comb, it never freezes, it 
renders the birds iess liable to dis- 
eases, and an infinitesimal part of their 
bodily sustenance is consumed in the 
comb. In striking contrast with this 
are the single-comb monstrosities, and 
the hideous misnamed rose-combds, so 
repulsive to many sensitive natures. 

Buckeyes, in shape, are intermediate 
between the Rocks and the Cornish 
Indian games. The standard weights 
are, cocks, 9 pounds; cockerels, & 
pounds; hens, 6 pounds; pullets, 5 
pounds.

REAL ESTATE TALK 


BY ADAIR. 


While a large portion of the trading ~ 
this spring has been confined to Peach- 
tree, Other streets have been egrow- 
ing stronger in the market § situ- 
ation. Soon you will see the range of 
trading broaden out and swing around 
the circle. Everybody can't buy on 
Peachtree, in the first place, prices run 
80 high that transactions are thrown 
into a financial zone that few people 
can invade. When figures of $75,000, 
$10¢,000 and $150,000 are run into in 
real estate trades, the number of peév- 
vile who can manage such deals is nec- 
essarily limited. Many Peachtree 
places are now divided up into smaller 
parcels, 20-foot lots and 25-foot lots, 
$0 as to réduce the transactions tuo a 
more manageable size. 


There is an old rule in investments— 
“Never buy at the top.” But How in 
the name of common-sense are you to 
know when the top has been reached? 
It seemed like a Year ago that Peach- 
tree frontage had reached a figure 
where it would remain stationary for 
a while. Then. all of a sudden, it broke 
out again and made new records, at- 
taining much higher levels. We re- 
member distinctly when land around 
Peachtree and Harris streets reached a 
figure of $5900 a foot: what a commo- 
tion it caused; what dire predictions 
were made about anyone who would 
pay such a figure. That was not so 
iong ago, cither. Then the Capital City 
Club paid $600 a foot for its corner, 
establishing a new high record. Kvery 
one of these sales was considered the 
top notch of prices, but today frontage 
between Harris and Baker sells for 
$1,500 a foot at the drop of a hat. 


Looking back over the investment 
field we find that the traders who 
have been successful are those who 
‘bought at the top,’ so to speak. that 
is they were supposed to be buying at 
the top of the market at that par- 
ticular time When John Jacob Astor 
hought the Aaron Burr farm of 150 
acres for $150,000, paying $1,000 an 
acre for land, people whistleq and 
thought the old trader hag lost his 
cunning. He was paying a top-notch 
price for land aWay off from town, 
but it turned out this land was the 
foundation of the Astor fortune, cre- 
ating a dynasty of millionaires. His- 
tory fails to record the names of 
those who bought at bottom prices, 
but bright in the annals of real estate 
are inscribed the names of those bold 
traders who bought at the top. 


Wash Collier once paid a record price 
for a plece of land, when he paid $140 
for the little square at the intersection 
of Peachtree, Decatur and FKxigewood 
avenue. This was in 1847 and it was 
the talk of the town. Seated in the 
village blacksmith shop the old-timers 
talked about how high land was get- 
ting to be. “It's a whopping big price 
to pav for a little piece of land not 
big enough to bury a cat in,” said the 
villawe shoemaker. as he shifted his 
chew of tobacco and nearly put ont 
the blacksmith ’s fire. All agreed that 
one dollar an acre was all land would 
ever he worth in large tracts, and even 
in the heart of town $100 an acre wa3 
awful. But to pay $149 for about 30 
feet square, neartv $6,000 an acre, it 
took their breath av iy. 


So, Peachtree frontage will keep on 
sclling just from its very momentum, 
and the fact that it is the best. But 
the real estate market is already 
broadening, and other centers of activ- 
itv will soon be in evidence. Atlanta 
is too good a place for its real estate 
activitvw to be confined to one spot. 
Many people right now believe in the 
south side as a situation where values 
will co on up. Many people see in the 
pore dl a movement of wholesale houses 
toward the near-in south side property 
—_the section lying in between the two 
larwest freight terminals in the south- 
ern states. Many a sturdy wholesaler 
hus already dropped doWn quietly and 
either bought or secured a long lease, 
others are right now looking around, 


————— 


| This looks as if it is going to be a 
| first-class real estate year. Soon the 
line of trading will swing around to 
semi-central properties, to acreage 
tracts and to general investments of 
al! kinds. The very fact that Peach- 
tree property is so high will react 
favorably on other property, which by 
comparison will seem cheap. We ex- 
pect to see a favorable movement in 
the vicinity of the new Southern 
freight depot, on Garnett street, South 
Forsyth street and Madison avenue. 
We expect to see a good line of trad- 
ing set in on South Pryor street, on 
Mitchell and on Central avenue. This 
land. which can be bought at $500 to 
$600 a foot, will soon begin to look 
awful cheap’ as compared with the 
prices obtained in certain other local- 
ities, , 


Whena Mitchell street corner sells at 
$5.000 a front foot a new standard of 
values is established. This figure will 
now be used in guaging values all 
around that portion of the city. It 
all goes to show how high a corner lot 
will sell when a particular location is 
desired. Of course, the general buyer 
with money in bank, merely looking 
around for an investment, would hard- 
ly have paid $150,000 for the Amorous 
corner, but it goes to show what they 
will bring when wanted. We would 
advise all investors to lay in every 
tight little, close-in uptown corner 
that can be bought at a reasonable 
price, and swing on to them awhile. 
They are getting scarcer and scarcer, 
more and more valuable, and in time 
are likely to sell at any price. 


The real strength of the market has 
not developed yet. only a few hardy 
buyers have ventured out yet. The 
great crowd of traders, persons who can 
handle a $5,000 to $10,000 transaction— 
these have not yet entered the field. 
There are’ a thousand such possible 
buvers, constituting a solid background 
for a substantial market all through 
the year. We do not expect any trou- 
ble from presidential elections; people 
down scuth have about quit paying 
much attention to national elections; 
they usually vote one way and hope 
the other man will get elected.

So, we are right down to business 
now, and expect to put on our books 
ithe biggest year’s sales ever entered 
there.

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REVOLT ON WANE, 


Mexican President Says the 
Qutlook Is Encouraging, 


All the News Received Favor- 
able to the Government. 
Orozco Sends i Agents to 
the United States to State 
His Case. 


Mexico City, April 6.—Althouzgh ad- 
mitting that they were still without 
information regarding the federal 
evacuation of Parral, government of- 
ficlals were encouraged over the rev- 
Oolutionary situation tonight. They ap- 
peared to regard the retirement of 
Colonel Villa from the rebel territory 
as far from being a severe reverse, 
inasmuch as with a small force he had 
been able to stand off a greatly su- 
perior force and make good his re- 
treat. 

News from other portions of the re- 
public received at the department of 
the interior was all favorable to the 
federal army. 

Governor Naranjo, of Morelos, re- 
ported trains in Operation and every- 
thing quiet in that recent hotbed of 
Zapatis#a. He also reported that twelve 
of those who attacked the Mexico- 
Cuernavaca train March 30, killing a 
number of persons on board, had been 
executed, 

Forty Rebels Killed. 

Forty rebels were killed and sixty 
prisoners taken by a force of federals 
near Necaxa, In Puebla. Colonel Her- 
nandez, in command of the federals, 
having learned of the approach of the 
rebels, placed a number of rapid fire 
guns so as to command their route to 
Necaxa. The ambush was successful 
and the federals, besides causing great 
havoc in the rebel force, captured a 
large amount of arms, ammunition and 
dynamite. 

Colonel Nesto Pino Suarez, brother 
of Vice President Jose M. Pino Suarez, 
was killed in a battle near Hericos, 
about 40 miles from Culiacan, state of 
Sinaloa. He was leading a force of 
400 federals against a large number of 
rebels, of whom more than 100 were 
killed in the battle. The federals lost 
fifty killed. 

De La Barra at Vera (Cruz. 

Vera Cruz, April 6.—lFrancis:o de la 
Barra, former provisional] presi «nt of 
Mexico, who arrived here yesterday 
from Europe, has been engaged ai! the 
morning in receiving delegations whic: 
came to extend to him their welcome. 
The administration was well repre- 
sented. 

Senor de la Barra declared in ref- 
erence to Genera] Pascua] Orozco’s al- 
leged proposal of himself for the pres- 
idency that he could not accept any 
post in opposition to the principles of 
the constitution. He said he was not 
affiliated with the Catholic party, and 
simply desired to work with the sane 
elements of the country in behalf of 


peace and order, 


Orozco Agents in New York. 
New York, April 6.—Three represen- 
tatives of General Orozco, the Mexican 
rebel leader, have arrived in New York 
with the object, they state, of starting 
a campaign to correct the false im- 
pressions which they claim have been 
circulated in regard to the rebel cause. 
They are Manuel L. Lujan, a leading 
lawver of the state of Chihuahua, who 
is designated as “minister plenipoten- 
tiary;"' Major Rafael Campa, military 
attache, and Juan Prieto Quemper, sec- 
retary. They say they will make their 
headquarters in New York until they 
ean “disprove the statements of thie 
Madero government that the revolu- 

tionists are bandits and robbers,’

Progenics.

twelfth power gives a total possible 
progeny from a single fly of 1,096,181,- 
249,310,720,000,000,000,000. And as each 
female fly usually lays four batches 
of eggs, their unchecked development 
through twelve generations would 
make a mass of flies that would meas- 
ure 268,778,165,861 cubic miles, or con- 
siderably more than the total mass of 
the earth. 


Babies as Bait. 

Mr. Frank Parker Stockbridge in the 
April World’s Work tells in full detail 
the methods adopted by various big 
cities to rid themselves of flies. The 
effectiveness of the different Kinds of 
traps depended largely on the Kind of 
bait used. In Washington the agricul- 
tural department recommended bread 
saturated with milk. Dr. Murray sug- 
gested sweetened water instead of 
milk, and this was demonstrated to be 
more efficien An ordinary flour and 
water paste as used with success by 
many of the contestants, and one small 
colored boy found a dead crab to be 
particularly attractive to flies. 

But the most ingenious suggestion 
was made by alittle girl of 8 in Bal- 
timore, who reported that her baby 
sister was the best bait she had 
found.

the line. During the early trading 
commission house buying was pro- 
nounced, and prices advanced sharply 
under the propelling influnece. On 
Monday and Wednesday values rose so 

ly that the market could be 

ed buoyant. Receipts from the 
outh have been exceedingly light, and 
tenders against April contracts have 
been readily absorbed, thereby elimi- 
nating any pressure from _ re-sales. 
The action of the crude oil market was 
the chief stimulating factor, and be» 
hind this was the persistent strength 
in pure lard. Tallow and animal 
greases have also been established at 
a higher trading level, and, in fact, 
all outside developments have favored . 
an upward movement in cotton seed 
oil. 

It is now believed that some of the 
large refiners have oversold the mar- 
ket. Several of these interests. hotd 
export contracts which are not CcoeVe- 
ered, ag the feeling has prevailed une 
til recently that crude oil would de- 
cline. Low-priced crude oil would 
have allewed refiners an opportunity 
to satisfy foreign contracts, and many 
operators are of the opinion that much 
of the pressure on refined oil early 
in the year was for the purpose of de- 
pressing crude oil values. The founda” 
tion of crude oil, however, was never 
shaken, and of late the market has 
steadily advanced. The conservative 
attitude of the mills hag been one of 
the strongest features to the primary 
situation, and crushers have disposed 
of their product chiefly on a hand-to- 
mouth basis. The policy of offering 
crude oll only when the actua) seed 
was in sight, has prevented the acoil- 
mulation of sizable stocks, and there 
hag been very little evidence of 
“stress” selling at any time during the 
season. 

An urgent demand 
caused an advance in Texas crude oil 
to 38c per galion early in the week, 
while at other points sales were ef- 
fected at 36% to 3s7%e. The Texas 
oil wag said to be of unpsually good 
quality and capable of bleaching. Later 
in the week the demand was less pro- 
nounced, and the market displayed a 
slightly easier’ tendency. The close, 
however, was strong, with prices at or 
high points for the week for 
prime quality. There has been no ma- 
terial increase in the movement of 
seed from plantations, and many 
traders now contend that the season 
is too far advanced to bring muecna 
seed to the mills. Interest in the 
crude oil situation is Keener than ever, 
and if refiners and packers are short 
of stocks, developments may be 
looked forwardto that ee the 
expectations of the most sanguine op- 


[aml in the pure lard 
stimulated the de- 


mand for 3 ipound, and the 
packers have been forced to replenish 
their oil supplies both in the refined 
and crude oil markets. Sales of city 
lard were reported during the week at 
9%c per pound, while the best grades 
of compound lard have brought from 
7% to Tlee per pound in carlots. The 
demand for compound has een further 
reflected in the oleo starine market, 
and prices have advanced to llc, 
against a previous quotation of 10%C, 
Higher proices for tallow and greases 
have brovght out a better inquiry for 
oil from the soapmakers, and the con- 
suming trade in general has shown 
more interest than for many ‘weeks. 
With an improved consuming demand, 
a strong crude oi! market, and an 
advancing tendency in animal fats, 
professional shorts in cotton seed oil 
have experienced considerable diffi- 
culty in evening contracts.

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FIRST TOMATO CLUB FOR 
G.RLS, TELLS HER STORY

“Ladies and gentlemen, before this 
very inspiring conference concludes I 
Want to introduce to you the organizer 
of the first tomato club for girls in 
the world,” was the dramatic state- 
ment made by Miss Virginia Moore, of 
South Carolfna, whose clear womanly 
voice has rung through the four walis 
of nearly every little one-room school- 
house of rural Carolina as well as in 
the bigger normal schools, and she 
lead from her chair the rather shrink- 
ing figure of what seemed to be a 
Mere stip of a girl and presented the 
little mother of tomato clubs, 

The occasion was one of the many 
subconferences helq under the Con- 
ference for Education in the South in 
Nashville, and this particular confer- 
ence hinged on the human interest 
theme of the girls’ tomato clubs of the 
country, as led by women who for the 
Past year have organized them in 
every agricultural state in the union. 
Miss Moore is director of school im- 
provement work in South Carolina.

“I spoke to Mr. Ira Williams, the 
corn club director in our state, and he 
suggested a plan by which the girls of 
the community should be taught to 
make good cornbread and muffins. 
That was a venture, in a way; but I 
felt I had been something of a success 
teaching school, and I questioned 
whether I could teach them how to 
cook good bread or muffins, so I -de- 
clined the bread proposition. 

“Finally, | said to Mr. Williams: 
*“Why dont you start canning clubs 
for the girls like you have corn clubs 
for the boys”? His reply was: ‘About 
fifteen hundred people have asked me 
that, but nobody has done it.’ 

“"Well, if it is just a matter of 
somebody doing it, I'll do it.’ 

“He laughed and doubted that I 
eould; but I had always intended get- 
ting a canning outfit for myself, as I 
like to work with tomatoes, and knew 
there would be money in it. But, how 
was I to start? Where was the money 
for prizes to come from? I knew the 
girls would not want to do the work 
without some inspiring object. 

“The county superintendent. how- 
ever, Was encouraging. He suggested 
I begin with a tenth of an acre near 
the schoolhouse where I was teaching. 
and then reach out in the county and 
organize the girls. I started, but I did 
not seem to be able to get the interest. 
Some of the girls were scornful about 
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‘working with tomatoes;’ some of the 
parents thought the teacher ought to 
stick to her job of —— schog]; and 
I saw I must have money for prizes, 80 
one day [ just put on my best, clothes 
and went over to Aiken to see Mr.

Fitch that they are starting at the 
Wrong place to study economic condi- 
tions. Let them start at the farm, no 
at the college. Let them get down to 
actual work and eliminate their theo- 
rising. Let them rub shoulders with 
the farmers and the workers, and they 
will know more about rea! conditions 
than if they discuss and rediscuss the 
questions with college men. 

“Have an equitable division of the 
pépulation of the country and take 
care of the farms,” was the parting 
advice of Miss Hartley, “and the éco- 
nomic problems you look upon as vital 
now will take care of themselves.” 

The above were the stirring expres 
sions of a young western woman, Miss 
Fay M. Hartley, when she arose to the 
occasion and spoke after James R. 
Garfield, Samuel’ Gompers and John A, 
Fitch at the recent meeting of the 
American Academy of Political and 5o- 
i Science.

World's, Work, publishes an interview 
with Dr. Rupert ‘Blue, in which the 
surgeon genera] tells in his own words 
the story of how he rid San Francisco 
of Bubonic plague. 

“We learned, beyond all chance of 
mistake, that rats are almost invarla- 
bly the carriers of the disease. A 
fiea bites an infected rat, 
thereby infected. Then the flea bites 
another rat—or a human being—and 
so transmits the bubonic infection. 

“Rats get into buildings by gnaw- 
ing through the wooden floors. So I 
hired gangs of laborers and had them 
cut away all woodwork and substitute 
concrete in the foundations and base- 
ments of all the buildings in China- 
town. Our success in eradicating the 
plague by thig method established the 
principle that by rat-proofing build- 
ings and driving the rats out of their 
homes we could destroy the plague. 
Altogether, we rat-proofed the entire 
twenty blocks of Chinatown, even 
wiring any openings that might be 
near the ground.”

NOTABLE EXPERIMENTS 
IN USE OF WIRELESS 


York, April 6.—A series of 
notable experiments in wireless teleg- 
raphy is to be tried in Paris on April 
23, during an eclipse of the sun which 
will obscure four-fifths of its rays, It 
has been noted by scientists that the 
distance over which wireless mes- 
sages can be dispatched varies greatly 
according to the’ time of day and the 
direction. A Message sent by rapid 
vibrations which wjjl not carry more 
than 700 miles dy gx the day can be 
sent two or thr¢@@imes that distance 
at sunset, espec toward the south. 
When slower =~ tions are used, it 
can be transm further during the 
day. 1 

It is believed at this curious fact 
is due to the activity of the so-called 
ultra-violet rays of the sun, the theory 
being that these rays are a powerful] 
factor in the energy of the hertzian 
waves. The eclipse, when a great part 
of these rays will be suddenly cut off, 
will be an ideal Occasion for decisive 
tests, and the wireless station at Kiffe] 
Tower will send messages continuously 
from a time before the eclipse until a 
little after it in several directions.

series of tariff debates. In replying, 
Mr. McLendon said in part: 

“My invitation to you to join in a 
series of debates was based upon the 
fact that I had already announced 
myself as a candidate for the senate, 
demanding for the people of Georgia 
the same protection which is given to 
other sections of the country. You 
neither accept nor decline my invita- 
tion to a cearteous joint debate. You 
say, however, ‘I am dead against you 
on the. tariff question, and will beat: 
the life out of you-if 1 can.’ I can see 
the broad smile which spread over 
vour face as you dictated these words 
to your secretary. I confess that the 
first part of the sentence just quoted 
was rather discouraging, but I felt 
somewhdt reassure@ by the last three 
words, ‘if I can.’ The tariff question 
is a business or economic question and 
rises high above individual or polit- 
ical parties. Having neither declined 
nor accepted my invitation to joint de- 
bate, you do not tell me how you are 
going to beat the life out of me—if 
you can. You have three popular pub- 
lications, to all ef which: I am a full 
paid subscriber. Manifestly, it would 
not be fair for you to endeavor to beat 
the life out of me by using the col- 
umns of your own publications with- 
out giving me an equal opportunity in 
those same publications to beat the 
life out of vou. Of course, we both 
use these somewhat savage words in 
a figurative and not in a brutal sense, 
The fatrest field is open public debate, 
where each would appear before the 
great jury of the people. Speaking 
pleasantly, but in al] seriousness, you 
must meet me in public debate or take 
to the woods, and taking to the woods 
is not one of your characteristics. 

“I renew my invitation to you ‘to 
discuss: this question before the people 
of Georgia.

ISHING is the leading Amer1- 
can sport next to the pia- 
nola. It carried on almost 
entirely in sporting papers, but 
can be done also in streams and 
lakes. 

This latter form of fishing is 
known as the empirical or ex- 
perimental method. 

Fishes are divided by science 
into two families, edible and non- 
edible. -Edible fishes are those 
that are landed. 

Fishes weigh from one to three 
ounces. Larger fishes than this 
live in literature and do not take 
the bait. 

To go fishing successfully, it 
is necessary to have an outfit 
consisting of a day off, a hook 
and a piece of string. 

There are innumerable varie- 
ties of bait, such as worms, grass- 
hoppers, bugs, miniature feather 
dusters known as flies and toy 
torpedo boats known as casting 
baits. Casting’ is done by hurl- 
ing the a@erpedo boat violently 
into thiiiater and hauling it 
back again till the fisher faints. 

There are also other baits, such 
as lobster pots and dynamite. 

Every fish carries his own 
scales. They are rarely, if ever, 
efficiently inspected. This fact is 
said to account for the a 
weights recorded by quite snfall 
fishes. 

The most disastrous fault 
fishing is patience. If a fish does 
not bite instantly, the fisher 
should try another place at once. 
After trying three places with- 
out success, the fisher génerally 
will do best, if the lake or ‘stream 
is of ordinary size, by bajling it 
dry with a bucket. cee

Some fishes are known as game 
fishes. This is not on account of 
their flavor, but because they 
jump into the air when hooked. 
Many Naturers refuse haughtily | 
to fish for any except game fishes. 
Experts play a game fish till he 
jumps and then stun him with a 
club. 

The leading game fish of the 
United States is tthe Speckled 
Beauty. Uncultivated persons call 
this fish a trout, The Speckled 
Beauty is speckled with vermil- 
ion, indigo, green, purple, blue, 
crimson and lilac dots over a 
brown moire with watered silk 
effect. It ranges in size from two 
inches to monsters of three and 
four, and lives entirély in bab- 
bling brooks, not less of one 
inch deep. It is fished for with 
artificial flies and caught with 
worms. 

Bullheads are more easily 
caught than trout and therefore 
have a finer flavor. The bull- 
head can be identified by grab- 
bing his head firmly. lf it is a 
bullhead, the fisher will find the 
fish nicely nailed to his hand by 
handsome spines. The bullhead 
has the openest smile of any fish 
except the sperm whale. 

The sperm whale is not a true 
fish. He is an independent oil 
producer who moved into the sea 
when John D.. Rockefeller was 
evoluted.

The equipment for a salt water 
fisher is a strong pole, one mile of 
fish twine, a meat-hook and a side- 
wheel steamer. The side-wheel 
steamer is to get seasick on. A 
‘small side-wheeler is not always 
roomy enough for some men to 
do this satisfactorily. 

The best way to fish is by troll- 
ing. It is the favorite method of 
fat men who fish fer exercise. 
Trolling is done by sitting in an 
easy chair in #& boat and being 
rowed around by a friend. Some- 
times the troller holds a pole and 
line. At the end of this line is a 
small machine of polished metal 
that revolves swiftly if the rower 
is kept up to the mark by the 
troller. The revolving machine 
has from ten to two hundred 
hooks attached and also has a 
bouquet of colored feathers. Very 
often the rower will have rowed 
barely fifty miles before a’ fish is 
hooked and immediately chopped 
up by the machine. Enthusiastic 
trollers often keep a supply of 
fresh friends on hand during the 
season. 

Fly-fishing is the art of throw- 
ing a feathered hook on the water 
and buzzing loudly to imitate a 
fly as it strikes. Countless fishes 
instantly dart from all points of 
the horizon to look at it. Fly-fish- 
ermen count these fishes and re- 
port the number minutely to the 
sporting editor. Sometimes a fish 
catches himself on the hook. This.

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REMEDY FOR WHITE DISFRANCHISEMENT. 


There will be small surprise, in view of the conditions under 
which the white democratic voters of Georgia have been laboring, 
that the proposal of Hon. John M. Slaton, president of the state sen- 
ate, to make registration a permanent instead of a biennial affair, 
should be receiving the widespread and general commendation of the 


press of the state. 

Hlow many thousands of white citizens there are who are now 
debarred from participation in state primary and state election— 
in effect, all the elections held in Georgia this year—simply and 
solely because they omitted, possibly for some good cause, to get 
their names on the registration books which closed April 2, six 
months in adance of the election, there is no means of knowing, but 
that the number will run into the thousands cannot be questioned. 

Georgians are tiring of a system under which so many of them 
are disfranchised just as effectively as if they had been directly legis- 
lated away from the ballot box. 

Mr. Slaton’s*proposal, which it.is his purpose to make a promi- 
nent part of his platform in the coming race for governor, is warmly 
welcomed as a solution of the problem; and there seems to be no 
question that it will do the work. , 

Once registered, always registered. Why not? The system 
can be as easily safeguarded as that now in use; in fact more easily, 
for it involves less labor. Strongly commending the plan, The Savan- 
nah Morning News says: 

It certainly would be a great convenience to those who pay their taxes by 
check, and to farmers who send their taxes to the tax collector by neighbors 
or friends or who pay them throtgh their merchants. 

The News points out that the tax collector's labor would be 
reduced; for, instead of taking the registration of thousands of 
names annually, he would, after the first registration, have but few; 
and his further responsibility would consist only in furnishing to the 
registrars the names of those who had failed to pay their taxes and 
who, for that reason, should be removed from the voting lists. Con- 
cluding, [The News says: 

It is pretty safe to say that the permanent registration plan will prove 
to be & popular one. Now, a great many people are bothered by registration 
requirements, and many in each county fall to register until the very last day 
almost that the law allows for registration. The consequence is that many 
well-meaning but careless voters don’t get on the registration books at all. 
The Slaton plan appears to be such a good one that there doesn’t seem to be 
ony MEA ta paxtinae onde en of it.

Georgia must change her registration system, if she is to re- 
lieve these thousands of her white citizens from actual disfran- 
chisement.

Asylums, sanitariums, jails and millions of defectives drag- 
ging out a miserable existence outside these institutions are all terri- 
ble corroboration of the indictment that society connives at perpet- 
uating misery and inefficiency by its mawkish attitude toward propa- 
gation of the species. In the name of individual latitude and the in- 
violability of personal rights, we handicap the race at its fountain- 
head. 

Yet inevitably the question arises: What are we going to do 
about it? Medical science can assert positively of only a few dis- 
eases that they are transmitted from one generation to another, and 
even then it is not prepared to guarantee that tomorrow, some means 
may not be found to stay the process. An additional complication is 
that many disorders may be masked and defy all medical tests to 
disclose them, yet visit their penalties on innocent oftspring. It.is 
a hard thing to say to millions of men and women—swayed by hu- 
man emotions and with the world-old craving for sympathy and 
companionship—that they must immolate their instincts on the altar 
of the race’s welfare. 

Obviously, the issue is one that must be approached with de- 
liberation and sanity. It is desirable to weed out the incompetent 
and the unfit, but that widespread injustice may not be done, it is 
equally desirable that care be taken in the selection of judge and 
jury. 
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THE LAIR OF THE DEATH RATE. 


Chairman C. J. Haden, of the chamber of commerce commit- 
tee on sanitation, has located one of the most prolific lairs of the 
death rate in Atlanta. It is comprised in the almost 9,000 earth- 
closets that still persist within the one-and-a-hali-mile central 
municipal radius. 

Mr. Haden has carefully investigated the vital statistics avail- 
able for the past few years. From these he has deduced the con- 
clusion that the death rate is heaviest within the one-and-a-half- 
mile central zone. Since it is in this territory that the bulk of the 
earth-closets abound, and since the earth-closets stand indicted as 
the breeder and spreader of disease, the connection is inevitable. 
As the earth-closet is eliminated, the death rate will dwindle. It 
is simply a primary principle in the arithmetic of health. 

At a conference next [Tuesday between chairmen .of all™the 
committees of the chamber, called by President Moore, and at 
which will be present the mayor, heads of the departments having 
to do with sanitation and hygiene, and representative citizens gen- 
erally, the problem not only of lessening the earth-closets, but also 
of cleaning up the city, will be thoroughly canvassed. Chairman 
Haden points out that while a city ordinance now requires prop- 
erty owners to connect earth-closets with sewers, compliance un- 
der some conditions involves undue hardship. It is his idea to 
ameliorate these conditions in such manner as will encourage prop- 
erty owners to connect with sewers at a minimum of expense, the 
paramount essential being the abolition of the earth-closet and not 
the exaction of the uttermost toll by the city. 

His reasoning appears sound. It 1s to be hoped that at the 


meeting next Tuesday some arrangement at least partially solving 


the difficulty can be effected. Of no less importance is the neces- 
sity of devising ways and means to elevate the city’s sanitary 
status in other respects. It is fortunate the issue is in the hands 
of capable men, and those who give every earnest of willingness 
to sacrifice time and convenience to the imperative mission of safe- 
guarding life and health in Atlanta. 
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THE PRESIDENTIAL YEAR BOGIE. 


Presidential years in America were formerly synonymous with 
unrest, disturbance to business and a halt in industry in all lines. 
The current year presents an exception, in that general commercial 
conditions have improved rather than deteriorated since January 1, 
and this in the face of persistent discussion and agitation, not to 
mention impending tariff legislation. The. Philadelphia Ledger 
comments upon this situation, and explains it in the following illu- 
minating fashion: 

Business &@tability and confidence have not been impaired in this presiden- 
tial year, however, for the very simple reason that at last the American people 
have absolute trust in the power of the country’s reserve sense, intelligence 
and prudence to combat and destroy all dangerous demagogism if there is the 
right opportunity for a full and free discussion. The great fact of today is 


that few people believe that dangerous and wild policies stand any chance with 
the American people, 


In other words, the nation is finding itself, gaining poise with 
increasing years and increasing experience with the damaging effect 
of “dangerous and wild policies.” If one part of the nation falls 
down before strange and irresponsible gods, other and larger parts 
may be expected to remain true to sanity and redeem the day. 

When all is said, the newspaper must be paid a large share 
of credit for this evolution in public sentiment. Providing the freest 
range of discussion, exposing frauds 1n-politics, throwing the blind- 
ing white light of publicity upon phantoms, it has sown comman 
sense and restraint day by day. It has tripped up demagogues and 
ripped up corrupt and machine politics. It has taught the average 
man to do his own thinking and discouraged the practice of patron- 
izing “canned” convictions. If one journal has attempted ex-parte 
deception of the public, there has invariably been another to set the 
public right. The pessimist or the professional “progressive” loves 
to prate of the “decline of democracy.” But the calm manner in 
which the country now approaches presidential elections’ disproves 
their fallacies, and the press is largely responsible for the salutary 
development. 
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AWAKENING CIVIC CONSCIENCE. 


The New York Tribune pays the-following deserved tribute to 
rare realization of civic obligation: 

The Alaskan who traveled 2,000 miles behind a dog team in order to repre- 
sent his neighbors in a political convention deserves a monument as an 


exemplar of civic virtue. There are thousands of New Yorkers who won't 
ride around the corner in an automobile in order to register or vote. 


We accord due meed to the hardy Alaskan acclaimed by The 
Tribune, but are not as pessimistic regarding the vigilance of the 
voter as our contemporary appears to be. There are in existence 
in this.country steadily increasing symptoms of a healthier civic 
conscience. In some form and under some name the political boss 
will always be with us to a greater or less degree. But he is not the 
dominating factor that he was ten or even five years ago. 

The reason for his decline is found in the fact that the average 
voter is awakening to his obligations to government and to his fel- 
dow voters. He is seeing that in the past corruption and inefficiency 
have crept in because the man in the street went to sleep, or was 
hypnotized by the meaningless glitter of party labels. 

The average American is, moreover, finding out that the public 
business should be operated with no less precision and conscien- 
tiousness than private business, and that this end can be assured if 
the man with the ballot is everlastingly on the lookout. For instance, 
here in Georgia we have seen oligarchical executive committees and 
would-be political dictators put in their place by an overwhelming 
exhibition of popular disapproval, and all indications point the fact 
that the dose will be repeated in a state-wide uprising for Oscar 
Underwood and a rebuking of the kill-the-country-vote scheme. 

So that, after all, the American public is not so lethargic as it

Seven Days a Week. 


Fedéral Bureau of Labor tn a 
report to the United States sen- 
ate stated that out of 173,000 steel 
workers in those branches of the in- 
dustry covered in its investigations, 
about 20 per cent worked twelve hours 
a day and seven davs a week. Ten 
hours and twelve hours are terms that 
indicate a minimum: either ts capable 
of indefinite extension and is often 
extended from an lhour or two on uD 
to incredible lengths. Shop men are 
sometimes obliged to work many hours 
beyond the regulation ten hours, re- 
pairing a break-down or installing 
new machinery.

The 
mill needs a man in a certain position 
and Jones stays and works the night 
shift. The next morning his own day 
shift begins again, so he works that 


too, before he goes home making a to- 
tal of thirty-six hours on duty. An 
employee of the Lackawanna Steet 
Company had exactly the experience 
described and in October, 1910, worked 
fiftv-six out of the seventy-two hours 
between Saturday morning and Tues- 
day morning, a period during which a

bricklayer, a plumber or a compositor 
would, have worked twelve hours, four 
of them on Saturday and eight on 
Monday. 

These are, of course, the exceptional 
cases. But there is a very large class 
of workmen in the steel industry, many 
thousands of them throughout the coun- 
try, who work consecutively either 
eighteen hours or twenty-four. hours 
regularly every two weeks. This {ts so 
because the two shifts alternate work- 
ing nights. When the plant works on- 
ly six days this can be accomplished 
easily, but in the seven-day plant it is 
made possible only through the ineti- 
tution known as the “long turn.” The 
custom is for the day shift 
to wet in line for the night men Bv 
working a full twenty-four hour period 
Sunday and. Sunday night, finishing 
Monday morning. 

The federal bLureau 
tigators found that in a blast furnace 
plant nine-tenths of the employees 
work seven days a week. In 1909, 38.- 
129 wage-earners Were employed in 
blast furnaces. Nine-tenths of this 
number is 34,586, which is the number 
of men in blast furnaces who worked 
either eighteen or twenty-four hours 
once or twice in each month tn. 1909. 
But that is not all. There were 647 
open hearth furnacés tn 1909 with over 
15.000 men tending them. Many of 
them worked a part of every Sunday 
and a considerable proportion are reg- 
ular twelve-hour, seven-day workmen. 
[f.we could ascertain the total number 
of seven-day workmen tin 1910, we 
should find it to have been, I think, 
well over 50,000. One-half the steel 
workers in America have a regular 
twelve-hour day. One-third of those 
actually engwaved in the manufacturing 
processe§&. the United States bureau 
of labor says, worked in 1910 not only 
twelve hours a day but seven days a 
week.

REVIEW OF REVIEWS CARRIES 
~ GREAT UNDERWOOD TRIBUTE 


The following leading editorial in 
the April Review of Reviews is one 
of th® most remarkable tributes ever 
paid a southern man by a publication 
of such rote: 

The ways and means committee 
has taken a bold position in the course 
of its attempt to revise the tariff and 
readjust the revenue system of the 
United States. Having sent its bill 
revising the chemical schedule to the, 
senate, following its bill revising the 
iron and steel auties, Mr. Underwood’s 
committee took up the question ef 
sugar. Heretofore, sugar has remain- 
ed a heavily dutiable article for two 
reasons: First, because of the large 
amount of revenue to be derived from 
an article of common use that had to 
be imported; and second, because of 
the protection afforded to the compar- 
atively small sugar industry of the 
United States, For a long time this 
protection was for the benefit of the 
cane-growers of Louisiana. ‘More re- 
cently, however, it has also benefited 
the new beet-sugar industry of the 
west. The sugar planters of Hawaii 
enjoy the benefits of our tariff, be- 
cause we admit their product free, as 
we also admit a large quantity from 
the Philippines. Chairman Under- 
wood and a majority of the ways and 
means committee took the ground 
that in the case of sugar the Ameri- 
can consumer ought to have first con- 
sideration. It is claimed that free 
sugar would reduce the cost to ordi- 
nary buyers, to the extent of almost 
2 cents a pound. It is further claimed ' 
that while American sugar producers 
would make less profit, their industry 
would not be destroyed by opening the 
ports. We already give Cuba the ben- 
efit of a large reduction of sugar du- 
ties, in return for reciprocal trade fa- 
vors. The Hawalian and Cuban inter- 
ests are naturally opposing the Under- 
wood bill. Twenty-four republicans 
in the house voted for the free sugar 
bill, which was passed on March 15 by 
a voie of 198 to 103. Only seven dem- 
ocrats voted againsr it. In some re- 
spects this is the greatest triumph 
that Mr. Underwood has achieved. He 
showed thatghe could hold his party 
together in spite of pressure brought 
by a great industry, and the localities 
in which it has importance.

WILL HOLD EXAMS FOR 
RHODES SCHOLARSHIP 


Athens, Ga., April *6.—(Special.)— 
The important announcement is made 
at the university that the next exam- 
ination for the qualification of candi- 
dates. from the state of Georgia for 
Rhodes scholarships at Oxford will be 
held at Athens, In the Academic 
building of the university, next Octo- 
ber. The exact date will be published 
next September. 

The examination includes: I, 
arithmetic; II, either the elements of 
algebra or the elements of geometry: 
Ill, Greek grammar; Iv, Latin gram- 
mar; V, translatbon from English into 
latin prose; VI, either light transia- 
tion from Greek and Latin or one 
Greek and one Latin author. The au- 
thors from which the student may se- 
lect are Homer, Euripides, Plato, 


Nenophon, Caesar, Cicero, Virgil, 
Horace. 

The election of a scholar will take 
Place in December, 1912, and he will 
go into residence at Oxford in the au- 
tumn of 1913. The value of the schol- 
arship is $1,500 a year. 

The candidate must have passed his 
nineteenth birthday and not his 
twenty-fifth by the first of next Oc- 
tober, and must have completed at 
least his sophomore year in some rec- 
ognized degree-graduating university 
or college of the United States.

Licensing Editors.

License! Has it come to this? The Pennayl- 
vania State Editorial Association wants to have 
editors licensed by the aetate, just as lawyers, 
doctors and others are licensed or credentialed by 
some competent supervisin gauthority. tI is pro- 
posed to found a estate department of journali@n 
In Pennasylvania, to pass upon the qualifications 
of a person to edit and manage a newspaper. 
As things are at present, the profession of journ- 
alism is open to any one who can hire a press 
and borrow a lead pencil and a pot of peste. 
If the press makes public opinion, it should be 
@ standardized press, edited by men of brains, 
honesty and ability. At present a convict, crim- 
Inal or white slaver can etart a publication and 
nobody can «top it unless it is immoral or 
libelous. In a recent trial of two swindlers in 
New York city, who had been sailing bogus 
mining socks, it was shown that they printed a 
Nttle mining publication under the guise of a 
newspaper and filled it with false etatements 
regarding the value of tne fraudulent stocks 
which they were foleting on the public. The 
Pennsyivemia idea, if carried out, Will put an 
ead to this sort of business. 


Even more bold, however, than the 
| sugar bill itself was the accompanying 
proposal for supplying the current 

revenue that would be lost in case of 
the placing of sugar on the free list. 
At present the treasury derives more 
than $50,000,000 a year from the im- 
port taxes on sugar. Mr. Underwood's 
plan, which was successfully carried 
through the democratic caucus of the 
house, was to make a wide extension 
of the present corporation tax: This 
tax of 1909 levies 1 per cent upon the 
net income of corporations. Mr. Un- 
derwood proposes to extend this to 
the net incomes of businesses not in- 
corporated, and to Individuals (the 
present exemption of $5,000 being ex- 
tended along with the tax). Mr. Un- 
derwood’s bill gives completeness and 
justice to a law which, as it now 
stands, is both unjust and absurd. The 
law at present is called an “excise 
tax” upon the “privilege of being in- 
corporated.” But this designation is 
palpably erroneous. Scores of thou- 
sands of business corporations, enjoy- 
ing all such privileges to the full, are 
not taxed a single penny. The tax is 
plainly an income tax, levied upon the 


net profits of those corporations that | 
have any profits to show, when their} 


balance sheet is made up in a certain 
required way.

DAIRY ON WHEELS 
IN GEORGIA SOON 


Southern Railway’s Demonstra- 
tion Car Enters State on 
April 16 for Big Tour. 


— - 


Washington, April 6.—The “Dairy 
Instruction Car,”” which the Southern 
railway and affiliated lines are operat- 
ing through the gouth for the purpose 
of encouraging the development of 
dairying and the live stock industry, 
will begin its tour of Georgia on April 
16 over the Augusta Southern railroad. 
While in Georgia the state college of 
agriculture of the University of Geor- 
gia and the state department of agri- 
culture will co-operate with the South- 
ern railway in the operation of the 
car, and have arranged to send dairy 
and live stock experts with it to assist 
in conducting the demonstrations and 
lectures which will be made at - 
stop. The schedule for the Augus 
Southern railroad is as folows, further 
announcement of the itinerary to be 
made later: 

April 16, Tuesday—Augusta, 3 p. m. 

April 17, Wednesday—Hepzibah, 9 a. 
m.; Keysville, 2.30 p. m. 

April 18, Thursday—-Gibson, 10 a. m.: 
Spread, 4:30 p. m. 

April 19, Friday—Sandersville, 10 a. 
m.; Warthen, 3 p. m. 

April 20, Saturday—Wrens, 10 a. m. 

All the latest models of dairy ma- 
chinery are on the car, with pictures 
of the best dairy animals, charts tell- 
ing how to feed, how to handle milk 
and how to make larger profits from 
dairy products, and stereopticon equip- 
ment permitting illustrated lectures. 
The car is in chargt of Dr. C. M. Mor- 
gan, the Southern’s dairy agent. With 
the assistance of the state and college 
authorities, assurance is given that the 
meetings will be highly instructive to 
farmers and dairymen, and well worth 
a long trip to attend. 

One of the most popular features of 
the meetings is the free testing of milk 
samples brought to the car by owners 
of cows. By means of this test the 
owner of a cow can tell if the animal 
is a profitable investment. Those in 
charge of the tou rinvite the people to 
take advantage of the tests, and in 
Virginia and South Carolina, where the 
car has been demonstrating since Feb- 
ruary 1, hundreds of dairymen have 
been given individual assistance by the 
experts.

Let us put it in a 
different way. A given corporation 
pays a tax one year, and pays nothing 
the next year, although in both years 
it is doing business under the same 
charter. Its privileges as an incor- 
porated concern were precisely the 
same in both years. Yet we are told 
that this is a tax upon the privilege 
of doing business as a corporation, 
and is not, therefore, an income tax, 
but an excise tax. It is, of course. as 
simple and unmistakable an income 
tax as could possibly be devised. It 
does not bear even the faintest re- 
semblance to an excise tax. A good 
example of the excise tax is the one 
levied by the United States govern- 
ment on retail liquor dealers. This | 
tax is $25 a year, levied upon the priv- 
ilege of selling liquor at retail. Every 
dealer pays it. The government does 
not care whether the liquor dealer 
makes money or loses money; he pays 
his fixed excise tax upon the privilege. 
If this tax were changed so that the 
government levied it in the form of 
al per cent tax upon the net profits 
of the liquor dealer’s business, most 
liquor dealers would have nothing to! 
pay, because very few of them make’! 
profits. Such a change would make’ 
the tax a kind of income tax.

Washington, April 6.—Such great 
success has been attended the work 
of the Navy League, a purely volun- 
tary organization, in promoting the 
efficiency of the navy that steps are 
being made to organize a similar 
le@ue in the interest of the army. 

Retired army officers, members of 
congress and others interested con- 
sidered ptans for the organization at 
a conference last night. General R. 
Shaw Oliver, assistant secretary of 
war, presided over the meeting. Fred- 
erick L. Huidekoper, who has attract- 
ed much attention by nie magazine ar- 
ticles dealing with military subjects, 
was made secretary, and E. B. Johns, a 
newspaper man of Cleveland, General 
Oliver, Lieutenant General John C. 
Bates, retired, and ex-Senator Charles 
Dick were appointed a committee on 
organization. 

It is proposed to organize branches 
in every state of the union and to hold 
a national convention tn Washington 
next December. Special efforts will 


be made to bring the militia into the 
association, which it is believed will 
have a powerful] influence in educat- 
ing the public in regard to the needs 
of the army.

ON ORPHAN HOME 
POLICE MAKE RAID 


Chicago, April 6.—Investigators 
from the state’s attorney's office last 
night raided the Hudson Orphan Home, 
took “Rev.” J. H. Hudson, a negro, 
into custody and sent twenty-six chil- 
dren found in the institution to chari- 
table institutions ang private homes. 

Representatives of the juvenile 
court, who were responsible for the 
raid, say they will prosecute Hudson. 
He is accused of having beaten and 
otherwise abused the children. Al- 
though he derived from $50 to $150 a 
day from their begging on the streets, 
it is charged he underfed them. 

Parents of the children said they 
believed Hudson was giving them “in- 
dustrial training.” Clothing and other 
property the children haq obtained in 
the name of “charity” were found in 
the house.

They're an inch long, small 
type, composed of Spanish dialects, 
and, ‘tis. my opinion of the same sys- 
tem of syntax that blew up the Maine.

“*¥ou goin’ to stir things up in your 
country, ain't you, monseer?’ says I, 
with a wink to let him know I was 
on. 

“*Yes, yes,’ says the little man, 
pounding his fist on the table. ‘A 
change of the greatest will occur. Too 
Jong have the people been oppressed 
with the promises and the never-to- 
happen things to become. The great 
work it shall be carry on. Yes. Our 
forces shall in the capital city strike 
of the soonest. Carrambos!’ 

“‘Carrambos is the word,’ says I, be- 
ginning to Invest myself with enthusi- 
asms and more wine, ‘likewise, veeva, 
as I said before. May the shamrock 
of old—I mean the banana-vine or the 
pie-plant, or whatever the imperial em- 
blem may be of your down-trodden 
country, wave forever.’ 

“*A thousand thank-yous,’ says the 
round man, ‘for your emission of amic- 
able utterances. What our cause needs 
of the very most is mans who will the 
work do, to lift it along. Oh, for one 
thousands strong, good mans to aid 
the General De Vega that he shall to 
his country bring those success and 
glory! It is hard—oh, so hard to find 
good mans to help in the work.’ 

“‘*Monseer,’ says I, leanin’ over the 
table and graspin’ his hand, ‘I don’t 
know where your country is, but me 
heart bleeds for it. The heart of a 
Clancy was never deaf to the sight of 
an oppressed people. The family is 
fillbusterers by birth, and foreigners 
by trade.

“Well, then, in three days we sailed 
alongside that Guatemala.

We landed at 
a town on the coast where a train of 
cars was waitin’ for a dinky little rail- 
road. The boxes on the steamer were 
brought ashore and loaded on the cars.

That train traveled 
about as fast as a policeman goin’ to 
a riot.

“They unloaded the boxes from the 
train and begun to knock the tops off. 
From the first one that was opened I 
saw General De Vega take the Win- 
chester rifies and pass them around 
to a squad of morbid, sore-toed sol- 
diery. The other boxes was opened 
next, and, believe me or not, divil an- 
other gun was to be seen.

“And then—sorrow be upon them 
tropics—the proud Clancy and the dis- 
honored Dagoes, each one of them, had 
to shoulder a pick or a spade, and 
march away to work on that dirty lit- 
tle railroad.

“Little fat, poodle dog of a brown 
man, says I, quiet, but full of indigna- 
tions and discomforts, ‘things shall 
happen to you. Maybe not right away, 
but as soon as J. Clancy can formulate 
somethin’ in the way of repartee.’ 

“The boss of the gang orders us to 
work. I] tramps off with the Guineas, 
and I hears the distinguished patriot 
and kidnaper laughin’, hearty, as we 
£0. i 

‘"Tis a sorrowful fact, for eight 
weeks I built railroads for that misbe- 
havin’ country. I fillbustered twelve 


hours a day with a heavy pick and a; 
luxurious | 


spade, choppin’ away the 
landscape that grew upon the right of 
way. We worked in swamps. that 
smelled like there was a leak in the 
gas mains, trampin’ down a fine as- 
eortment of the most expensive hot 
house plants and vegetables. 

“One old man named Halloran—a 
man of Hibernian entitlements and dis- 
cretions, explained it to me. He had 
been workin’ on the road a year. Most 
of them died in less than six months. 
He was dried up to gristle and bone, 
and shook with chills every third 
night. 

“*When yon first come,’ says he, 
‘ye think ye’ll leave right away. But 
they hold out your first month’s pay 
for your passage over, and by that 
time the tropics has its grip on ye. 
Ye're surrounded by a ragin’ forest 
full of disreputable beasts—-lions and 
baboons and anacondas—waitin’ to de- 
your ye.

Ye 
get similar to the lettuce-eaters the 
poetry book speaks about. Ye forget 
the elevated sintiments of life, such as 
patriotism, revenge, disturbances of 
the peace and the dacint love of a 
clane shirt.. Ye do your work, and 
ye swallow the kerosene ile and rub- 
ber pipestems dished up to ye by the 
Dago cook for food. Ye light your 
pipeful, and say to yoursilf “Nixt week 
I'll break away,” and ye go to sleep 
and call yersilf a Mar, for ye know 
ye'll never do it.’ 

“*Who is this general man,’ 
I, ‘that calls himself De Vega?’ 

“*"Tsethe man,’ says Halloran, ‘who 
is tryin’ to complete the finishin’ of 
the railroad. ‘Twas the project of a 
private corporation, but it busted, and 
then the government took it up. De 
Vegy is a big politician, and wants to 
be prisident. The people want the 
railroad completed, as they’re taxed 
mighty on account of it. The De Vegy 
man is pushin’ it along as a campaign 
move.’ 

“<'Tis not my way,’ says I, ‘to make 
threats against any man, but there’s 
an account to be settled between the 
railroad man and James O’Dowd 
Clancy.’ 

“'Twas that way I thought, mesilf, 
at first,’ Halloran says, with a big 
sigh, ‘until I got to be a lettuce-eater.

The name of the “Gate City” was 
first given to Atlanta in Charleston in 
1856, when the railroad was completed 
connecting Charleston with Memphis. 
At a public gathering a toast was 
drank to Atlanta as follows: “The 
Gate City, the only tribute which she 
requires of those who pass through 
her boundaries is that they stop long 
enough to partake of the hospitality of 
her citizens.”’ There was born at that 
time not only the sobriquet of “Gate 
City,” but also the “Atlanta Spirit.” 

The first train of cars that entered 
Atlanta from Augusta over the Geor- 
gia railroad was September 15, 1845, 
and the event is said to have caused 
a great deal of public enthusiasm.

When Hardy Ivy made his advent 
in the section of Georgia upon which 
Atlanta was planted and grew he was 
a pioneer in the midst of wilderness. 
It was in 1833, and he came not to 
found a great city, but to till the soil 
and reap the reward of honest labor. 
There are of his descendants living 
in Atlanta Thomas Ivy, an officer on 
the city pojice force, who is his grand- 
son, and Mrs. Lucy Ivy, the widow of 
Socrates Ivy, a grandson of Hardy 
Ivy. 

It was in 1837 that Stephen H. 
Long, a surveyor for the state road, 
drove the first stake in the woods 
where was to be the eastern termi- 
nus of the road and the spot where 
the stake was driven is now the cen- 
ter of the great Atlanta of 1912. 

The name of the town was changed 
from Terminus to Marthasville by an 
act of the legislature on December 23, 
1843. The city was named Atlanta by 
another act of the legislature in 1847, 
and the name was suggested by J. 
Edgar Thompson, chief engineer of 
the Georgia railroad. 

As an indication of the early “At- 
lanta Spirit” the following carrier’s 
address is given, it having appeared 
in The Southern Miscellany, C. R.

Spartan Given More Privileges. 

The Spartan girl lived in the same narrow, 
circumscribed way, but the purpose and ideal 
of Spartan government helped her to more 
privileges and better opportunities. The ce.- 
tral trait of the Spartan woman was patrict- 
ism and al her education was molded to that 
end. Therefore the Spartan girl was brought 
up to be strong and courageous. 

Though the same amount of moral and 
physica] courage was expected of the Roman 
virls and women they. were respected less 
and given less freedom. This was becatise 
the Romaus had different ambitions from the 
Spartans. After Rome was once well estab- 
lished the dream of its rulers and even the 
people was to make it a great world empire. 
In such a world woman could have little in- 
fluence and position. The strong masculine 
element must predominate, the women must 
take a minor part. 

With the fall of the empire civilization fell, 
and the world was in half darkness for sev- 
eral generations. The women who had the 
courage to think and to dare founded con- 
vents and then entered them. There were zc 
number of good and even brilliant women 
Lioba at Thanet wrote Latin 
verses, in which she tries to uphold the purity 
and sanctity of those times. There was also 
Eroswitha, who stands out clearly as a beau- 
tiful and white figure against a dark back- 
ground. 

In the twelfth century there appeared the 
Abbess Hildegard, herself of high birth, who 
was considered one of the most efficient 
women of her time. She founded one of the 
great convents of her day.

The story, contrary to your previously formed belief, 
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is true. You will observe, too, that up to the very 
moment of hig arrest Jonathan Buxton Manly Trad 
actually robbed no man or institution of a penny. He 
had obtained money by cleverly forged signatures. He 
had taken this money and with it made more money. 
He had paid back his loans with interest. He had 
started new concerns. 

But he had also forgotten the date when one loan 
matured. He had permitted the three days of grace to 
elapse. He had then faced the detectives. He 
had offered the bank restitution in full, with interest, 
for freedom.’ He had the money to pay them. The 
bank, as a matter of principle, had refused to tem- 
porize with a criminal, had declined to compound a 
felony.

prot we see immense iron piles rising 


and falling. Those piles each weigh 
20 tons, and when one of them drops 


.40,000 pounds of steel fall upon the 


rocky toes of the canal. They. crush 
the rock and it is then ready for the 
dredges. 

We move on down the channel to an 
Ingersoll drilling dredge. This is to 
pierce holes in the ocean bed that it 
may be broken up by ‘explosives. The 
dredge is a big flatboat containing an 
engine end having three derricks like 
those of an oi! well rising above it. 
Bach derrick has a drill which works 
60 feet under water, and makes wells 
or holes in the bed of the canal as 
big around as the leg of @ man. These | 
holes are sunk to a depth of 5 feet or 
more and then loaded with dynamite. 
When a ecore or so have been made 
the electricity is turned on. It flashes 
like lightning from one charge to the 
other, and there is a series of mighty 
explosions. The sea is cast into the 
air, the: water boils and bubbles and 
becomes muddy with the debris. An 
instant later it is quiet again and a 
vast amount of rock en the bottom is 
ready for the dipper ang clam-shell 
dredges. 

These drilling machines go on per- 
petually. They are run day and night 
with the exception of Sundays. This 
is so of all the marine work at this 
end of the canal. The men work in 
two shifts of ten and twelve hours and 
are pai@ accordingly. The ten-hour 
men are Americans.

In her most recent letters to these 
old friends, whom she begs not to desert her, Florence 
Schenck reveals that she has been near death in a hos- 
pital at Neuilly, has been released only to be arrested 
because of a weakness for drink and now faces desti- 
tution because she has squandered the tiny alimony pay- 
thents from her former husband, Charles S. Wilson, the 
noted Vanderbilt whip who recently married beautiful 
Jane Delahanty, of Boston. 

It is not to be wondered at that those who knew 
girl in the three cities where she has passed her 
should exclaim: “Poor Florence Schenck.” 

Yer it was only eight years ago that every one who 
knew Florence Schenck was gaying “‘Lucky Florence 
Schenck.’ For she had all that is comprised in what 
Broadway calls “luck.” ; 

She had beauty of an unusual order. Blonde and 
tall and graceful, with large blue eyes and a slow, sweet 
smile that matched her soft, slow speech, she was lovely 
as the famous blondes created by the brush of great 
painters. She had what, prized everywhere, 
pecially esteemed in the South, “family.” 

Dr. Powhatan Schenck, her father, was representa- 
tive of one of the old families of Virginia and a skilled

There was a rumor that they had married while there. 
Proof of the untruth of this came in Wilson’s recent 
marriage to another woman, Miss Delahanty, of Boston. 

Florence Schenck, the second time abandoned by 
Wilson, attempted to kill herself by taking chloral. ‘The 
attempt failing, the girl said: 

“And I am only twenty-one. Since I ran away 
from home four years ago 1 have lived sixty years of 
humiliation and heartbreak. When I discovered my 
mistake I would have gone back home if they would 
have let me. I would have crawled back on my hands 
and knees, my head in the dust, but my father forbade 
me to ever cross the threshold of our home or ever com- 
municate with my sisters. Oh, if I could only com- 
municate with them, I would warn those lovely girls 
of what a monster the world is; how it waits, coiled ig 
the heart of what we call the ‘gay life,’ to strangle 
their souls. I would warn them against the weakness 
and folly that have been my downfall.”

“I’ve no one bur you to turn to: All the world is 
against me. Failing to hear from you by to-morrow I 
will let the lights go out, and in the dark will be my 
heart for you.

“Tlossie,” and given to Florence Schenck by Wilson. 

The death of Mrs. Ruiz, who committed suicide in 
London, had preyel on the young woman's nind and 
she was very despondent. Added to that was. the 
claim of Wilson's attorneys that she was not his wife, 
as he had not been divorced from a former wife when 
he married her. She was the only person in the room 
with Mrs. Ruiz when the latter ended her life, and fol- 
lowing that sensational event the little Virginia beauty 
quarreled frequently wite-AMWred Vanderbilt.

Congressional Filibustering Gets 
Nancy’s Pension Back. 


WASHINGTON, April 13. 

IIE record, to the dullest comprehension, suggests 

that once upon a time Nancy was a gay young 
She is now, without any doubt, a proper 
object for sympathy. Her member of 
back in visited her de- 
plorably humble dwelling place so late as November 
last. This is the picture he draws of the woman and 
her environment. “In the corner of the room was the 
mother, sick, feeble and almost helpless; in the center 
of the room, upon an invalid’s bed so arranged as to be 
wheeled around the room, lay the daughter; so afflicted 
was the daughter she could only move the tips of her 
fingers: she could not turn her head from. side to side, 
and she was blind.’ "The report of the .local church 
federation of charity is in entire agreement with this 
description. Nancy. twice a widow, is now seventy-six 
years old. She and her daughter, also widowed, have 
“neither money, property nor income.” They are a 
charge upon the community. 

Young Mr. Roddenbery, representing the second 
Georgia district in Congress, accomplished much of pub- 
lic interest by his filibusters on the two comprehensive 
private pension bills whch the House has disposed of 
within the past fortnight, though he did not succeed 
even in securing material amendments to the bills as 
reported. The measures, in fact, were framed with un- 
common care in committee. There was further ex- 
hibited a thorough preparedness on the part of members 
interested :n origsMal pensions or increases to explain or 
defend them. The second bill was smaller than the 
first one by sixty or seventy names, and contained few 
if any grants so generous as $50 a month. Mr. Roi- 
denbery nevertheless not only demonstrated the power 
of a skilled obstructionist almost single-handed to hold 
up the House in its business—it became necessary to 
frame an emergency rule to shut him off—but also suc- 
ceeded in securing for some of the claims such an air- 
ing as put the individual defendants on their mettle and 
caused “friends of the old-soldier” on both sides of the 
chamber no little vexation. Among such items the most 
striking, perhaps, was tha trelating to Nancy, for whom 
a pension of twelve dollars a month was recommended.

ANCY was the widow of an old soldier two times. 
Whether her soldiers were camp followers, de- 
serters, bounty jumpers or really entitled to have their 
names inscribed on the roll of honor does not appear 
from the record as it relates to her application; but since 
both died voung, and one while still in the service of his 
country, the probability is they were deserving. The 
case for Nancy is more perplexing, although her present 
enfeebled and impoverished condition calls for pity and 
also for material relief from some source. Nancy's first 
husband went to the war in 1864. From the date of his 
death ¢~zhe following year she drew a widow's pension, 
until, according to the record, she “took up with’ her 
second soldier. This man happened to have a wife at 
the time. It is said that Nancy, who is easily pictured 
as at that date a sprightly widow, eloped with him. 
They were married some time later. He died in 1897. 
and Nancy, as his widow, drew a fresh pension until 
1908. Then his legal wife proved her right to it, with 
her general interest in his estate. Upon learning these 
circumstances the Pension Bureau was compelled to cut 


| off Nancy's pension: and, according to Iaw, because of 


her apparent misconduct, refused to restore to her the 
pension she had draywn on account of her first and only 
legal husband. ; |

acted strictly in accordanee with the general statute.

Her 
case is quite comparable,/ as an illustration of excess of 
Congressional sympathy at the public expense, with that 
of the North Carolina magn who in January, 1865, when 
Grant was throttling Lée, quit the Confederate army, 
changed his name, join¢gd the Federals and served for 
seven months. The way was all over four months after 
he shifted his allegiance] He was what one remonstrat- 
ing Congressman termefi a “tooter and not a shooter”;

PW ORLEANS, March 30.—Creole 
dripped coffee is the pride, the

residents of this city. 
is as dark as mahogany; and so much 
an essence that only a few spoonfuls 
are required in hot milk to make a 
satisfactory morning cup. 

Hot milk instead of cream is always 
served with it, and even one accus- 
tomed to coffee with the latter is per- 
fectly satisfied. At dinner, it is, of 
course, served black in small cups’ 

In one of the guide books of New. 
Orleans is the statement: “In additton 
to many other dtstinctive attributes, 
New Orleans is noted the world over 
for the exquisite quality of her Creole 
or French dripped coffee—the genuine, 
aromatic, delectable cup so rare else- 
where and yet so common in every 
household, hotel and restaurant in 
New Orleans.” 


If this coffee is rightly made it will

But even when thus strong, the native 
will take it clear, although the most 
of them take but a few spoonfuls of it 
in not milk for their breakfast. Chil- 
dren are brought up on it—'‘the habit- 
ua] cup of morning coffee.”

Creole Chicken.

Chicken a la Creole (adapted from 
Begue)—Clean and cut up a young 
Chicken, sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per and fry in hot lard. When done 
put in a dish and set aside. Sauce: 
i ry an onion and add flour for thick. 
ening. When brown add some sweet 
pepper from a can and let fry a little; 
then add tomatoes, a bay leaf and a 
bit of thyme, When the sauce is done 
throw in the fried chicken, but do not 
let the whole boil long. 

Fried Chicken (practical cookery)— 
Boil young chicken, one teaspoon of 
flour, one cup of bolling water, pepper 
and galt. Clean a young chicken and 
cut up as for fricassee. Pepper, salt 
and flour each piece. Have the frying 
pan half full of jard and when hot put 
in the chicken. Fry it slowly, keep- 
ing the pan covered. Take one-half a 
cup of the grease in which the chicken 
was fried and brown flour in it. Then 
pour in the boiling water and let it 
come to a boil. Season we!l with pep- 


per and salt and pour around the 
chicken.

Poulet Creole (creole court of 
cooks)—‘‘Here you have a dish for 
which any old creole of New Orleans 
would go on foot from Carrollton to 
the barracks, a distance of fifteen 
miles, merely to get a taste of: Two 
very fine chickens, two tablespoons 
of butter, two tablespoons of flour, six 
large fresh tamatoes, six fresh, sweet 
sSreen peppers, two cloves of garlic, 
three large onions, three sprigs each 
of thyme and parsley, two bay leaves, 
one pint of consomme or boiling -wa- 
ter. Salt and pepper to taste. 

“Take two spring chickens and clean 
nicely and cut into pieces at the joints. 
Season well with salt and pepper. Put 
two tablespoons of butter into a 
stewpan and when it melts add the 
chickens. Let thts brown Siowly for a 
good five minutes. Have ready three 
large onions sliced. Add these to the 
chickens and let them brown. Everv 
inch must be nicely browned, but not 
in the slightest degree burned.

Some Rice, Du Biz.

EW ORLEANS, LA., April 3.—One 
of the early shoppers in the 
French market, who responded 

genially when we.accosted her to dis- 
cuss buying conditions, told us of the 
things that are dear now, costing twice 
as much as fornmierly, and finally told 
us how she would make her crab stew 
for the day. Her finaledirection was 
“Put some rice to it.” 

Put some rice to it is the direction, 
seemingly, for at least half or even 
more of the stews and soups and re- 
lated dishes made in New Orleans. But 
in many cases the meat seems to be 
put to the rice—there is s0 much more 
rice than meat. 

A dark-hued cook, in her delight- 
fully mellow voice, explained to me 
how she prepared her rice for meat 
dishes. She put some rice into boiling 
water—after washing it—and let it 
bolL twenty minutes. She poured this 
out into a colander, rinsed it in cold 
water and then set it back in the co- 
lander over boiling water to steam 
done. Cooked in this way “each grain 
was toitself.”’ ss 


A current magazine article, exploit- 
ers’ literature, guide book and cook 
books laud Louisiana rice, the beau- 
tiful grain which is now more large- 
ly produced in this state than in both 
the states originally growing it com- 
bined. New Orleans is the distrib- 
uting point, and thrifty families buy 
it by the 200 pounds, thus saving 3 
certs or more a pound if they Know 
how to get it from headquarter 

It is claimed that the cost of grow- 
ing rice here is small, that the con- 
sumption of the grain has. increased 
enormously, and that “it will continue 
to become more and more a popula! 
article of food when the people of the 
great north and west learn how to 
cook it as well as the Creoles of Lou- 
isiana.”’ 


How to Prepare Rice for Cooking 
(Creole Cook Book)—The whiteness of 
the rice dépends, in a great degree, 
upon, its being washed thoroughly. 
Pick the rice clean and wash it’ well 
in cold .water before attempting to 
cook, rubbing the rice well with the 
hands to get all the dust off. Pour off 
the first water and add fresh; then 
pour off this and add fresh again, The 
rice will then be ready to cook. 

One of the first fondly regarded 
dishes I heard of here in New Orleans 
was the riz au lait, or it seemed to be 
“riolay.” Several times later I heard it 
spoken of with great fondness or ap- 
prec..,on. From the information | 
have wathered I believe that the rice 
for it is cooked in milk rather than 
water first, and that eggs are not com- 
monly cooked with it, although the 
Creole Cook Book has a_ recipe iin 
which the phrase is translated as “Trice 
custard,” and the rice is first cooked in 
water.
